“DUST BOWL” IN FOR TROUBLE 

——1:0::—— 

The most ruinous drouth in history 
for the “dust bowl” of the midwestern 
United States during the forthcoming 
spring and summer is predicted by 
Dr J. Be Weaver of the University of 
Nebraska. Only heavy spring rains 
will prevent the enlargement of the 
“dust bowl” by hundreds of square 
miles, it ws stated. Last summer's 
drouth damage was the worst 
1934 and only continuous rains in 


greater than normal amounts will pre- 
vent next summer's sun doing even 
greater damage. Western sections of 
the “bowl” have had no rain since last 


since 


May. In the centre of the area dust 
was found piled in drifts three feet 
high. 

Weaver predicts that even with 


good rains year after year it will take 
fifty years to restore the “dust bowl” 
by ordinary means, but good rains 
plus scientific growing could produce 
a good stand of grass in four or five 
years. He blamed the condition on 
drouth, wind, grasshopper plagues, 
over grazing, and over tilling of the 
land going back to 1919,

| pioneered in every form of social work, 
| yes, and when these activities have 
|been taken over by th State or other 
| organizations, she has repeatedly

their places. Just after the World War 
a survey was made in the United 
States to ascertain what classes of 
people were contributing to general 
benevolent funds. It was discovered 
that away over seventy-five per cent 
both of contributors and of the amount 
contributed came from those who 
were actively engaged in church work. 
in our recent drive for Red Cross 
Funds one can easily guess that the 
result was not otherwise. Not long 
since, a visitor to Calgary was enter 
tained by the various clubs and chur- 
ches. Commenting on his visit, he said 
|that this city, as elsewhere through- 
jout the continent, showed that the 
men who were heading up other or- 
ganizations were the same men who 
were active in their various churches. 
Especially is this true of all phases of 
(work in education, A close study will 
reveal that those who are winning 
| scholarships and those who are engag- 
ed in the various educational  enter- 
| nrises, irrespective of their personal

A comparison of communities where 
yegular church services are being 
held, no matter how small the congre- 
gation, and those where there is no 
public worship, reveals some startiing 
facts.

erous and more efficient. Further, the 
economic standing whether measured 
by the amount produced or by the 
type of home and its furnishings, is 
always higher. 

But the supreme service of the 
Church is ite gift of worship. And the 
sine qua non of worship is the con- 
scious of our need of a Being greater 
than ourselves whom we can _ reach 
and from whom we can gain that 
which is lacking in our own lives. The 
) overweening confidence in man’s self- 
‘sufficiency is a disease which

| blatant in Germany's idea of the super 
man, our own ideas are not untainted 
by this dry rot, That “man is the mea- 
sure of all things” is a diabolical 
heresy which Greek philosophy expos- 
}ed almost twenty-five centuries ago. 
|Yet it has recurred time and again in 
human history and has always ended 
inthose devastating wars, In vivid 
contrast with this idea, stands the 
} truth that man is never greater than 
when he is on his knees before his 
Maker. 

The greatest task of the church 1s 
its wooing to worship. Here it is dif- 
ficult to measure results for life's 
greatest values are never discovered 
in immediate returns. But the  testi- 
mony of thousands reveals the fact 
that the hour spent in worship, apart 
from teh usual routine of lite when in 
the quiet of the church service we 
fre drawn away to think of God and 
the great ideals which have served 
humanity, that hour bas brought in- 
aspiration and cuurage and strength, 
Again, it may well be that it is the 
very stillness with wHTh we approach 
the sacred elements of bread and wine 
which extracts the fever out of our 
hurried lives and becume the moat 
potent factor that enters human life. 

The priest, the clergyman or minis- 
ter, whatever you want to call him, is 
an idealist. To this some would add, 
an impractical idealist but we are not 
60 sure of that. He goes about his 
duties confident that whenever and 
wherever he can persuade his fellow- 
man to stop and worship God, he is 
rendering him a greater service than 
he could render if he were able to 
make hm a gft of one thousand dol- 
lars and that under the most distres- 
sing circumstances, ‘The Church has 
not failed in her ministries to the 
destitute but to show a man how he 
can earn a thousand dollars is much 
better than to give him that amount. 
Better yet, is to inspire him go that be 
himself will discover the means by 
which he can earn that thousand dol- 
lars. In inspiration, in the power to 
discover, in the mastery of self and 
one's surroundings, in some such 
terms as these the real value of the 
chureh to the community must be ex- 


pressed.
